Half the city 
is in darkness. In the gloom gallop­ 
ing orderlies are bearing instructions 
which can no longer be sent by tele­ 
phone. The army of police, firemen 
and soldiers give the appearance of 
a city fighting for 
its 
life. 
Every 
minute brings graver dangers. 'New 
areas are being inunda ed, quays are 
collapsing, yawning chasms appear in 
the streets. 
Underground Paris Invaded. 
The wa or of the Seine has invad­ 
ed the entire labyrinth of under­ 
ground Paris. It threatens ruin and 
destruction everywhere. 
What new 
disaster will come to the wa erlogged 
city before the Seine begins to fall, 
no one can predict. Already the dam­ 
age is officially estimated at about 
$200,000,000, and every hour adds a 
million more. The catastrophe prom­ 
ises to reach the limit of Na ional 
disaster 
and 
become 
international. 
The death roll «is also growing at a 
frightful rate and when the epidemic, 
which new appears inevitable, breaks 
oat it WHI run into thousands. Al­ 
ready scarlet fever has appeared a 
Ivry. 
Blame Hailey’s Comet. 
Among the superstitious, there is 
talk of .'the destruction of Paris as a 
result of the appearance of Hailey’s 
comet, but 'it is not unusual the world 
over o associate a visitation of this 
kind with the movements of 'heavenly 
bodies. 
The authorities are facing the sit­ 
uation with brave 
hearts 
and 
are 
bending their energies to the rescue 
of the imprisoned and the succor of 
the homeless. The public subscrip­ 
tions opened by he newspapers have 
reached nearly $100,000, while the 
Red Cross and other relief societies 
have done noble w’ork. 
Frantically Fighting. 
The ex;ent of the floods in Paris 
may be judged by the fact that aboil*1 


half of the length of the quay* wi h- 
in the city are under water, which 
to pouring into the streets ail I homes 
of laborers ani soldiers a»e work­ 
ing like mad to build brie'; cement 
Waite to hold back the current. The 
Foreign office and the Hotel Palais 
d’Orsay havj been abandoned, as :he 
cellars are full of water. The conti­ 
nental Hotel and ma ay residences 
in the aristocratic quarter are rap­ 
idly being evacuated. There is ten 
feet' of water In the subway station 
infront of the Gare Lazaree and the 
sinking of the square threatens to 
carry down the adjacent buildings. 
Business Prostrated. 
At a conference of the officials of 
the Chamber of Commerce aud MM. 
Chancelry and Dopuy, Ministers of 
Finance and Commerce, respectively, 
it was decided to ask Parliament to 
authorize an extension of time of 
commercial paper l>ecause disorganiz­ 
ation of business. 
Because of the failure of the gas 
and electric lighting plants, Paris is 
threatened with an oil famine. Scores 
of oil barges from Rouen aTe tied 
up in the Seine and the grea depots 
of distribution in the outskirts of 
Paris are flooded. The oil refiners at 
Rouen are endangered. 
Further Rise Expected 
The situation iii the Provinces is 
no better ;han in he city, as they are 
supplied frcm Paris. An official bul­ 
letin stated that the water at Pout 
Royal will reach the thirty-foot mark 
tomorrow morning. The pros pee s for 
the immediate future is grave, as it 
is estimated that the Seine tonight 
and tomorrow twill rise from two to 
three feet. I; is feared that the high 
tide which is seating in, 'beginning to­ 
night, will aggravate the situation, 
pouring in an additional volume of 
water and adding strong pressure to 
that which is alread yinvading 
he 
city underground. 
Refugees Take Flight. 
Reports received here fiom Rouen 
say thai;' the quay* and fields for 
many miles are under -water. Half the 
town of Plaisance, in the Department 
of Gere is submerged and hundreds 
or refugees are making their way to 
Prais. Extensive flotyds have occur­ 
red rn Giron Ie, where .he rivers con­ 
tinue to rise at an alarming rate.
